| to the future, will bear with erushing weight upon the |
| energles of the people at a time when all power w#l be
| wantud to recuperate the wasted and prostrate resources
of the nation. If postponed until peace, until our open-
ed ports have brooght again upon our commerce the
demand for exchange values in foreign markets, they
will be foucd, we fear, exhaustive and destructive to
the productive energies ot the Confederacy. By caus
ing ibe currency to retire as taxes during the war, the
debt wiil be redaced and the taxation which must fol-

low upon the retarn of peace wiil be greatly lesseacd.
The one-tbird retured in the shape of bonds wiil pre-
vent any serious disturbunce in the channels of trade,
caused by the sudden reduction of the currency, while
it will add but comparatively litt'e 1o the d-bt of the
war. It will be the part of wisdom to postpore to
peace times as small a debt as possible ; to retire as
much of the present currency in the shape of taxes as
different kinds of bouds—

per cent., aud four per cent: bonds, and, perhaps, oth-
era. T'he fificen million bonds siand upon a d:fferent
footing from all others, and being of a comparatively
smell amount, had better remain as they ars. Bat the
consolidation of all the others into 6 per cect. cotion
bonds would be cesirable. 1f Congress would so change
the present tax law tbat every tax under it should be
increased three times in amout, aod reguire (he Scere-
tary to issue six per cen!. cotton bonds 1o the tax payer
to the amount of one-third of his tax receipt, both the
debt and the currency would be reduced within limits
that the country could eacily bear. The plan i3 simple
and quickly put in operation—its work would instant-
ly begin, and relief be felt witkin a short time after its
age as a law. To do fall and complets justice to
all classes of the people, it would be bat proper for the
Congrees to autherizs the payment in the present cur.
rency, for impreseed articles, of the differcuce between
the impressment and price and the market pr.ce. Then
tax the :eceiver tbree times the amount of pr.sent tex-
ation, and allow him to reeeive cotton bonds tor one-
third of his tax receipt.

Auy system of fundiag which riquires (a=:s to be
paid in the coupons of a particalar ciass of Londs, will
result in couvertiog the bonds into currency. ‘I'hé sys
tem of reliet must be ope that will permit ¢f 1o sub-
stitutes. Il one thousand millions of six p:r cont.
bonds were authorizad, and one hundred aod twenty
miilions of taxes levied, oue-half in currcocy and one-
balf in specie or the coupons of tke one¢ thou-and mil-
lions bonds—under such asystem the demaund for the
bonds would make them currency, and instead cf re
duciog the currency, thia scheme would mercly Io-
creese it.

We bave suffered from substitution in the army ; let
us avoid its evils in our efforts for financial reliei—and
as we have conscripted the men let us now conscript
the curreucy that is destroying our euergics.

Compulsory funding is the financial corsceripticn that
will bring our debt and currency upon .. similar footing
with the army. The people have felt the benefits of
conscription ; they recognize the wisdom and justics ol
a law tkhat requircs every man to bear his proper share
of the defence of our country, aud by an easy purity of
reasoning the people understand and appreciate the
virtue of compulscry funding which demauds of all
property its just participation in the relief of the fican-
ces of tize country.

1f the aathorities, the sdministration aud the {on-
gress will but act promptly and efliciently, the people
will sustoio them and aid them, and bear them aud our
cuuse trinmphantly through every evil, whether it comes
from without or within the Coniederacy.

DR. RUCKER'S E3SCAPE THROUGH ALLE
GIHANY.—Tbe notorious Dr. V. P. Racker, who
escaped from the jail of Pittsylvania county not long
since, passed through Covington, Va., on the moruiog
of the 29th, aboat 3 o’clock. The Fincastle Ezpress of
Friday last, gives the foliowing particalare:

Calling at the door of an old acquaintance and makiog
ecquiry “if the bridge were guardea?” He was recogoi-
gzed, but before pursait could be made was some dis-
tance on the way. After daylight, when men and horses
were collécted to make pursuit, he had left the road some
9 miles westof Covington, and concealed himselfina
gorge of the mountain, where hz was accideatly discov-
ered by Mr. Jno. Wyatt, who was nparmed; and on
Rackner’s appeal to be furnished with food—and al-
lowed to rest until night (at the same time sbowiog his
6 shooter) Wyatt took him food ard then returped to
inform the Provost gaard of his lurking place. It seems
the guard, of five or six mep, placed themzelves in the
ravine, on either side of Rucker, with the puarpose ol
closing in on both sides and capturing him. By this
time 1t was growing dark,—(how the whole day was
spent we are nos intormed) aod he ezcaped by flankiog
one of the parties in the brush aud darkness,—leaving
in tbeir bands his borse, shawl, &2. Some further
pursuit was made in vain, and informatioa seat on th_e
various routes leading to the eaemy’s lines. Rucker is
represented as suffering mach from buooger, exposure
and sickness. Whether he has been abls to effcct  his
€scape to the enemy is not yet ascertsined.

Tue BR)ap ARRow.—Many have duvubtless ivquired
the significance of “the broad arrow’ which has beon
put upon the rebel rams. It indicates possession by
Her Majesty. ‘L'he broad arrow is a Goveroment mark
somewhbat io the shape of an arrow head, which is
stamped, cut, or otherwisc fixed on all solid materials
used in her Majesty’s ships or dockyards, in order to
prevent embezzlement of royal naval stores. The mark
was assumed at the time of Edward (whea the arrow
was cousidered the most powerful weapon of attack)
as distingnishing the property of the King. To be
found in pessession of any property thus marked is a
criminal offence, punishable with  Leavs flae.
